A 6-year-old Belle Glade boy 
watched helplessly as his 
mother's boyfriend' stabbed his 
mother to death on Saturday, 
Jan. 22. 

Det. Matthew Sweet said the 
child, Jonathan Alcin, was able 
to tell police what happened 
after his mother's murder. 

Lucy Marie Bataille was at 

home with Jonathan in their 
;! apartment at 631 Covenant 


"Drive when Bataille live-in 


boyfriend, Roberson Nelson, 
21, came- into the apartment 
about 1:50 p.m. Nelson was 
apparently upset because 
Bataille was trying, to end the 
relationship. 

Jonathan told police he and 
his mom were , watching 
television in the bedroom when 
Nelson‘éntered the apartment. 
He said Nelson got into bed 
with Bataille and was crying as 
he told her he believed. she 
wanted him to kill himself. 

The boy said Nelson then 
went into the kitchen, 
sharpened two knives together, 
-and,came back into the 
bedroom and stabbed Bataille 
in the neck and abdomen with 
one of the kitchen knives. 
Bataille tried to climb into the 

* bedroom closet to get away 
from Nelson, but he continued 
to stab her as she ran into the 
living room. 

Jonathan said Nelson then 
cut himself on the neck and 
‘stomach with the knife and put 
the knife in Bataille's hand as 
she lay on the floor of the living 


room. He then disabled the 


telephones and fled’ from the 


apartment and hid in Hand... 
Park. 

Det. Angelo Tsaousis, who 
worked the case, said a 
neighbor heard the boy.crying ' 
and noticed the blood qn.the 
apartment door and called 
police. 

Bataille was alive when 
officers arrived but died before 

edics could get her to 
Glades General Hospital. 

"This was a particularly 
gruesome crime scene," said 
Det. Sweet. 

Nelson was tracked by a 
police K-9 dog and found hiding 
under a piece of playground 
equipment. 

Det. Sweet said Nelson 
confessed the murder to Det. 
James A. Benedict and said he 
did not want to live. 

Nelson was taken to St. 
Mary's Medical Center where 
is,is listed in stable condition. 
He is charged with first-degree 
murder and is under guard. 

Jonathan is now in the 
custody of his father, Jonas 
Alcin-in West Palm.Beach. 

Det. Sweet said officers had 
been called to the residence in 
the past. Bataille had called 9- 
1-1 on three occasions, once on 
assault and battery and twice 
on a domestic disturbance. 

Police had been to the home 
just two hours before the 
incident on a domestic distur- 
bance call, Det. Sweet said, but 
Bataille had refused to talk to 
the officers and told them 
everything was okay. y

an officer in the neighborhood,” 
Captain Frechette said. 

“It gives officers an opportu- 
nity to get out of the car,” said 
Deputy Philip Dimola. "It's in a 
perfect area to keep an-eye on 
the school, which should cut 
dowri on truancy and its a cross 
street for drug trafficking." 

As officers get to know resi- 
dents in the neighborhood, the 
new facility could serve as a 
community center, where chil- 
dren could come'and do home- 
work, watch videotapes or play 
computer games and otherwise 
interact with sheriff's officers 


and volunteers. A 

Belle Glade Housing Author- 
ity executive director Alan Sul- 
livan said having sheriff's sub- 
offices in the complexes makes 
it easier for residents to bring 
their concerns to the attention 
of law enforcement officers and 
serves as a deterrent to poten- 
tial lawbreakers.

"Sometimes people expect too 
much froin their friendly neigh- 
hood meteorologist.. "My: 
wedding is six. months from 
tomorrow," the lady on the 
phone itiformed me. "Is it going 
to rain?" 
Im pretty good, I told the 
jady b but no óne.is that good. I 
informed the caller that meteo- 
rologists cari now predict with 
a good degree of certainty 
"weather patterns 10 days down 
the road, but. six months is 
impossible. : 
jSometimes, six hours can be 
tough, particularly here in 
Florida where the intense sun; 
shine, tropical heat and warm 
an waters often combine to 
create a weather forecasting 


in wind direction can drive a 
forecaster crazy. When a strong 
north wind turns to the north- 
east, a sunny day can quickly 
turn gray and wet. 

Still, thanks to improved 
technology and a better under- 
Standing óf weather patterns, 
the accuracy of all weather 


~ forecasts continue to improve. 


But for the family of Charles 
Cobb that wasn't good enough. 
Cobb, a passenger on a fishing 
boat, was thrown off the boat 
_and drowned in rough seas 

His family sued The Weather 
Channel alleging the cable 
channel had not informed view- 
ers of the dangerous ocean con- 
ditions, What's more, the suit 
said that Cobb had purpdsely 
watched The Weather Charinel 
prior to his fishing trip, looking 
for specific information’ about 
the seas. 

The lawsuit said that The 
Weather Channel forecasters 
had made a mistake in predict- 
ing, a mistake that resulted in 


-the death of Charles Cobb. sAs 


a result of that error, the fami- 
ly was asking for $10 million in 
damages. 

The United States District 
Court for the Southern District 


that “predicting possible future* 
events whose outcome is uncer- 
tain is not an éxact science for 


‘which a broadcaster should be 


held liable."

imagine, created quite a stir |: 


among the meteorological com- 
munity. After all, if the Cobb 
family Had won this suit it 
would open a Pandora's Box of 
problems for weather forecast- 
ers. 

Conceivably, farmers could 
sue their local meteorologist if 
they planted crops based on a 
rainy forecast. Or, a family 
might bring suit if their garden 
party was washed out after the 
local forecaster predicted dry 
weather. 

In a Way, the Court's ruling 
was a criticism of meteorology. 
Yes, forecasting tomorrow's
